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Statement of Substance of Interview 

Sir: 

On June 19, 2007, Applicants' representative Robert Hulse conducted a brief telephonic 
interview with supervisory examiner Jason D. Cardone regarding the propriety of the holding of 
abandonment. This followed previous communications with examiner Azizul Choudhury about 
this issue. 

The apphcation was held abandoned because the RCE filed on January 5, 2007, was 
deemed improper. Specifically, it was suggested that the submission requirement of 37 C.F.R.
